Dr.  A m i y a Chakravarty, 
speaker  at  Monday’s  Forum  as- 
sembly, expressed  the  idea  that 
both  the  United  States  and  In- 
dia have  worked  hard  to  absorb 
evil  within  themselves  by  peace- 
ful means. 

He  explained  that  India  was 
the  first  country  to  receive 
Christianity,  and  did  so  many 
centuries  before  it  reached  Eu- 
rope. 

India  has  also  granted  free- 
dom to  many  cultural  groups 
and  has  accepted  them  into  its 
society.  Many  Jews  have  found 
refuge  in  India,  he  said.

He  also  said  that  Indian  cit- 
izens fought  various  English 
taxes  by  peaceful  means. 

Dr.  Chakravarty  said  that  the 
United  States  and  India  must 
work  together  in  all  things.  He 
suggested  the  exchange  of  sci- 
entists as  well  as  people  from 
the  arts. 

In  closing  he  said  that  India 
will  never  surrender  to  com- 
munism since  the  people  have 
worked  to  hard  for  the  freedom 
they  have,  and  are  not  willing 
to  give  it  up  easily.
